During the day 
he listened to an address from the Cen- 
tral Bund of St. Paul, placed a wreath 
on the Lincoln monument in Lincoln 
Park, and enjoyed a luncheon and re- 
ception at the Germania Club. 

The Prince, contrary to expectations, 
rose early, but he was no more ener- 
getic than the crowd. By 8:30 o'clock 
fully 3000 people packed the sidewalk 
in fromt ‘of the hofel. Photographers 
stood at every vantage point ready to 
snatch a likeness of the Prince when 
he emerged. It was nearly 10 o'clock 
before their patience was rewarded, 
The Prince, having two hours at his 
disposal, concluded that a drive about 
the city would best pass the time. 

Fournier, the French chauffeur, stood 
ready to take the Prince for a mile- 
a-minute whisk about the boulevards, 
but the Prince decided in favor of a 
carriage in order that members of his 
entourage might also enjoy the brac- 
ing air. As the long cavaicade, un- 
heralded, sped through the streets, 
knots of people rushed from buildings, 
generally too late to see the Prince, 
whose carriage was near the head of 
the line. The first stop was made at 
the magnificent new building of the 
Illinois Trust and Savings Bank.

Mr. Grosvenor made this declara- 
tion when he was excited in the dis- 
cussion of beet-sugar protection. It 
was only a few weeks ago since Gen. 
Grosvenor was giving out interviews 
in Washingten to the effect that tam- 
pering with the Cuban tariff would be 
a disastrous thing for the Republican 
party. His recent change of mind 
makes this threat all the more sensa- 
tional. The action of the Brussels 
sugar conference in doing away with 
European sugar bounties has also com- 
plicated the situation here. By agree- 
ment reached among European sugar- 
producing countries, the countervailing 
Cuties are to be charged upon bounty- 
fed sugar; therefore, if the United 
States government grants a bounty or 
anything like a bounty upon Cuban 
sugar, then Cuban sugar cannot enter 
the European markets without paging 
a countervailing duty equal to the 


amount of the bounty. 


The result of the Cuban bounty or 


rebate scheme would therefore be to 
drive every pound of sugar produced 
in Cuba to the United States, this be- 
ing the only market it could possibly 
find. So it comes down to a question 
of a straight tariff cut, and many 
members of Congress believe no other 
plan will d 

The beet-sugar men in Congress de- 
clare positively today that they have 
the situation well in hand, and with 


the opposition they have organized it

In the excitement 
the Northumberland fusileers, who had 
been cut off, succeeded in fighting their 
way out for some distance. When they 
ammunition became exhausted, they 
charged with bayonets, but were speed- 
ily overpowered.

pleased with it. „ 

A member ot the Cabinet relates that 
after an audience with Emperor Wil- 
liam, February 26, official business hav- 
ing been finished, he was about to leave 
when the Kaiser remarked: “I must 
show you the charming telegram I have 
just received from Miss Alice Roose- 
velt.“ 

To other members of his entourage 
the Emperor has also expressed his 


praised its natural and unconstrained 
form. 

The correspondent here of the Asso- 
ciated Press has been officially in- 
formed of Emperor William’s satis- 
faction at the reception accorded to 
Prince Henry. The informant of the 
correspondent has seen all Emperor 
William's marginal notes on the re- 
ports of Prince Henry's trip. He said: 

“His Majest¥ is in the highest de 
pleased with Prince Henry's receptiot 
from his arrival in America, espe- 


Roosevelt and his family. The Em- 
peror has alsd expressed himself as 
delighted with the enthusiasm of the 
welcome to his brother.“ 

The German newspaper men are im- 
mensely impressed with Prince Henry's 
bearing toward the newspaper men of 
the United States, and believe that 
Emperor William’s perception of the 
influence of the press on national opin- 
ion in the United States will affect fa- 
vorably the relations of the crown to 
the home press.

Pessimists, for many months past, 
have persisted in assuring us that the 
tremendous activities in nearly all 
lines of business throughout the 
United States could not long continue. 
They have characterized these activi- 
ties as feverish, unnatural, spasmodic, 
and necessarily short-lived. But in 
spite of these gloomy forebodings, ths 
United States has gone on prospering 
beyond all precedent, and beyond the 
hopes of the most optimistic. While 
cther nations have been confronted by 
trade depression, more or less serious, 
cur domestic trade has steadily ex- 
panded, and our foreign trade has kept 
well up toward high-water mark, ex- 
cept as it has been unfavorably infiu- 


-enced, in some degree, by industrial 


and commercial depression abroad, re- 


‘ducing the purchasing capacity of our 


foreign customers. : 
On@ of the unfailing indications of 


our national prosperity is found in the 


condition of the iron trade—which is 
2 sort of industrial barometer by 
which general business condiuons may 
be measured with a considerable de- 
gree of accuracy. ‘Ine iron trade is 
today largely oversold. Every manu- 
facturer is behind his orders, although 
the productive capacity of every plant 
iu the country is taxed to its utter- 
most. The stimulus of this unprece- 
dented activity in the iron trade is felt 
in nearly ail branches of the industrial 
fabric. Whether this is a cause or an 
effect may be left to the determination 
of economic experts. It is a fact, not 
a theory, which confronts us. 

Another indication of prosperity is 
the continuation of phenomenal ac- 
tivity in the carrying trade. This busi- 
ness, like the iron trade, was expected 
te show some reaction from the tre- 
mendous activity of last year. The re- 
verse, rather, is true. Although the 
tailroads have suffered considerable 
loss of business through the shortage 
in the corn crop, this loss has been 
more than made up by activity in the 
transportation of other products, and 
the roads were never more prosperous 
than now, with excellent prospects for 
en indefinite continuance of this pros- 
perity. 

It is evident that the unwonted ac- 
tivity in the carrying trade, and in the 
lion trade, could not last very long 
without corresponding activity in other 
lines of industry. Industrial expan- 
sion und heavy transactions in gen- 


eral trade continue to be marked fea- 


tures of the situation. The number of 
new enterprises which are being 
launched continues large, with seem- 
ingly no prospect of diminution from 
week to week. Heavy as is production 
in nearly all lines of industry, it can 
hardly keep pace with consumption. 
When these conditions exist, un- 
wonted and widespread prosperity is 
an inevitable sequence. 
Notwithstanding our enormous do- 


mestic production of steel in its va-- 


rious forms, importations have been 
recently resumed on a large scale. 
This and other favorable influences 


have helped the industrial situation | 


abroad, and the London market, which 


for some months past has been weak 


aud uncertain, is steadily gaining 
strength and tone. In Germany there 
are distinct indications of recovery 
fiom the recent depression. Russia 
and other countries of Europe are also 
showing unmistakable signs of indus- 
trial recuperation. All these condi- 
tions are favorable to an increase of 
cur export trade, which has languished 
somewhat during the past year, rather 
because of European depression than 
through any fault of ours. 

Our trade in the Orient also gives 
promise of steady and substantial in- 
crease. The march of western civiliza- 
tion in China cannot be checked, but 
will rather go forward at an ever- 
accelerating pace. Railroads, factories, 
telegraphs, etc., will be built in China, 
end we shall furnish a very large pro- 
portion of the materials of construc- 
tion. The treaty of alliance recently 
concluded between Great Britain and 
Japan wil favor rather. than retard 
the development of the Orient along 
the lines of western civilization, While 
we are at present too busy with our 
domestic trade to be very deeply ap- 
prehensive lest we fail to secure our 
share of the oriental trade, we shall 
appreciate the inestimable value of 
that trade when domestic production 
shall have outgrown consumption, and 
our home markets are threatened with 
a surplus, if ever that time comes— 
and it is almost certain to come some 
time. We have especial advantages for 
securing a liberal share of tte oriental 


trade, and we should under no circume+

OME CHEAP STOCK 
THAT TURNED OUT DEAR. 
STOCKHOLDERS LIABLE TO CRED- 
ITORS OF CORPORATION. 
Important Decision of Supreme Court 
That Will Interest Holders of Stock 


in Oil and Mining Companies That are 
Insolvent. 


— — — 


People who hold stock in little um- 
crow oil and mining companies will be 
interested in an opinion just handed 
down by the Supreme Court, treating 
at length of stockholders’ lability to 
creditors. 

One-dollar stock bought for 10 cents 
may carry a cent debt with ft. 

Such is the inference from the de- 
cision rendered in the case of the Ver- 
mont Marble Company vs. the Declez 
Granite Company et al. This was an 
action to collect on behalf of creditors 
the unpaid balance due on stock of the 
Deciez Granite Company, which bad 
become insolvent. The par value of 
the stock was $100 per share. Each 
stockholder had paid $20 per share on 
his stock and no more. 

The chief contention of the Decles 
company, which was sustained by the 
‘trial court, seems to be that this pro- 
ceeding on behalf of the creditors, be- 
ing an attempt to collect a debt due 
the corporation, as equitable assets, 
only that could be recovered which was 
a debt due the corporation—and that 
the defendant stockhodelrs, Halfhill, 
Conroy and Flint, never owed the cor- 
poration anything; to sustain the ac- 
tion would be not only to enforce a la- 
bility that they never assumed, bat to 
violate the condition of their purchase. 
They were only willing to pay for the 
stock $20 per share 
would not have accepted it as a gift 
subject to an indebtedness of $80 per 
share. 

Supreme Court reverses the 

says: ; 
“As far as the corporation is con- 
cerned, there is not much in the above 
contention, for in this State fully-paid 
stock may be assessed. The queation 
concerns creditors only. As to them 
the corporation is presumed to have 
sought credit based upon its supposed 
capital stock of $100,000, actually paid in 
or due from the stockholders. Public 
policy requires that the fact, whether 
a rticular creditor did trust the cor- 
tion on that basis, should not be 
inquired of. Corporations often adver- 
tise the amount of their capital stock 
and whether it is fully paid. 
“In ‘the case of the defendant corpcr- 
ation, the directors, if the theory of the 
defense is sustainable, might have 
truthfully advertised that it had a sub- 
scribed and fully-paid-up capital of 
$100,000, when in fact it had only $20,000. 
If by any lawful devise this can be 
done, it is plain that the policy of the 
law will be defeated. And, again, the 
corporation being a mere agency of 
the stockholders, for it to release these 
obligations would be for a debtor to re- 
lease his own liability. As the suppored 
capital is the sole basis of credit, the 
stockholders who are the real parties 
carrying on the business, must make 
the representatons good.“

Something big is brewing in the local 
oll field, and it is whispered that it is 
the sale of some of the best producing 
property in the territory.
